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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


It is gratifying to be able to say that the conditions of 
our schools are improving. ‘This is due to better teach- 
ers, more interest shown by parents and better teaching 
facilities. 

It has been our aim to furnish our teachers with bet- 
ter text books. We have introduced the Gulick physi- 
ologies, Tarr McMurry geographies, and the Aldine sys- 
tem of reading, besides a great deal in the way of sup- 
plementary reading and other needed books. So that 
our book bills have been larger than they will need to 
be again. ‘There should be a gradual growth in keep- 
ing abreast with the times. We are also providing maps, 
dictionaries and other material for better understanding 
of class work. ‘There has been an improvement in the 
conditions of our school houses. last year suitable toi- 
lets were provided for the Center school. This year new 
steel desks were placed in the Grammar room. By 
means of a benefit fund the walls and ceilings of the 
rooms in the Center school were thoroughly renovated 
and much rubbish removed, thereby improving the con- 
ditions as to cleanliness. Last year by the same means 
a modern complete set of maps in a spring roller case, a 
clock, hectograph and globe were presented the Gram- 
mar school. 

By the generosity of the Wednesday club an oak book 
case and several fine pictures were added. ‘There is still 
much to be desired in the way of repairs. ‘The east and 
west school rooms should be painted and whitened. At 
the Center a new floor upstairs and proper ventilation 
are necessities. We cannot expect to accomplish every- 
thing in one season. We aim to begin inside and work 
outward. ‘There are a great many things that children 
can learn at school aside from what is found in books. 
We cannot expect them to learn to respect public prop- 
erty unless we give them respectable environments. 

For the past year the south school has been brought to 
the center. We know that a part and hope that the 
whole district realize the improvement in the work that 
the children are doing.

We have an excellent corps of teachers and are very 
glad to report a fine spirit of willingness on the part of 
teachers and pupils to do their best. We are paying 
more for our teachers and this will be necessary in order 
to keep normal graduates. But we believe that with 
proper management this can be accomplished without 
any larger appropriation for school purposes and when 
once the houses are in proper condition they may also be 
kept so without more school money. All this cannot be 
done without some one or all of the committee giving 
a great deal of their time to school work, and until 
Mont Vernon adopts supervision, which we hope it will 
in the near future, the person or persons should be 
properly remunerated for their work.
